Samoan Native Chief. Transfer Their 
Poaseeeioas. 

Washington.—Commander Benjamin 
F. Tilley, in charge of the United 
States naval station on the Island of 
Tutuila, Samoa, transmits in a recent 
report to the Navy Department upon 
the condition of affaire on the island 
an “instrument of cession,” executed 
by the chiefs of Tutuila and the United 
States Government. The document 
formally cedes and transfers to Com¬ 
mander Tilley, as the representative of 
the United States Government, the is¬ 
lands of Tutuila Aunuu and all other 
islands, rocks, reefs, foreeshores and 
waters lying between certain degrees of 
latitude and longitude named, to erect 
the same into ajieparate district to be 
known as the District of Tutuila. 

' “The instrument of cession” was 
signed by the marks of twenty-two 
chiefs, with their seals affixed, on the 
17th of April last immeidately prior to 
the raising of the Stars and Stripes 
over the naval station at Pago-Pago. 

The provisions of the instrument set 
forth that the chiefs of the towns shall 
be entitled to retain their individual 
control of the separate towns provided 
the same shall be in accordance with 
the laws of the United States conced¬ 
ing Tutuila. I also provides that this 
Government shall respect and protect 
the individual rights of the people to 
their land and property, and should the 
Government require their lands it shall 
take the same on payment of a fair 
consideration.

Jessie Bartlett Davis, once a leading 
contralto on the American stage, is now 
a full-fledged farmer. Willowdale farm, 
nt Crown Point. Ind., is her pet pro¬ 
ject, and as owner and overseer of this 
beautiful country place, which she con¬ 
ducts after the latest Improved meth¬ 
ods in agriculture and stock raising, 
she has become widely known as a 
prosperous and influential member of 
rural society in the Hoosier State. 

Willowdale, under Mrs. Davis’ man¬ 
agement, is an ideal farm. There is a 
big country house painted white, a cool 
spot in the midst of succulent meadows 
with yellow roads that meander 
through groves of wlllowa and fruit or¬ 
chards. 

Dressed in a blue gingham gown, 
with a sunbonnet over her yellow head, 
her face scarlet with sunburn, Mrs. Da¬ 
vis whitewashes her coops, paints 
fences, bosses the stablemen and the 
farm hands, exercises the dogs, feeds 
the pigs and entertains her friends 
with inimitable cordiality.

How a Woman Shopper Wai Taught 
a Lesson.

FISH SKIN LEATHER. 

Many Article* Made Ont of a Hitherto 
Unnaed Product. 

The United States fish commission 
has been making a collection of leath¬ 
ers made from the skins of flsh and 
other aquatic animals, especially of 
those which promise to be of practical 
utility. Several varieties of fishes have 
skins that make an excellent leather 
for some purposes. Salmon hide, for 
example, serves so well In this way 
that the Esquimaus of Alaska make 
waterproof shirts and boots out of it. 
They also cut jackets out of codfish 
skins, which are said to be very ser¬ 
viceable garments. In the United 
States frog skins are coming into use 
for the mounting of books, where an 
exceptionally delicate material for fine 
binding Is required. There are certain 
tribes of savages who make breast¬ 
plates out of garfish skins, which will 
turn a knife or a spear. A bullet will 
pierce this breastplate, but it is said 
to be Impossible to chop through the 
material with a hatchet at one blow. 
Together with such a breastplate, these 
savages wear a helmet of the skin of 
the porcupine flsh, which Is covered 
with formidable spines. Fastened up¬ 
on the head, this helmet serves not 
only as a protection, but in close en¬ 
counters it is used to butt wifi. 

The Gloucester Isinglass and Glue 
Company recently manufactured some 
shoes of the skins of the codfish and 
cusk. On the lower Yukon, in Alaska, 
overalls of tanned fish skins are com¬ 
monly worn by the natives. Whip 
handles are made of shark skins, and 
instrument cases are commonly cov¬ 
ered with the same material, It being 
known under the name of shagreen. 
Whale skins are said to make admira¬ 
ble leather for some purposes, while 
porpoise leather is considered a very 
superior material for razor strops. Seal 
leather dyed In a number of different 
colors is included In the collection of 
the fish commission. This leather la 
obtained from the hair seal, and not 
from the fur bearing species, and Is 
used to a considerable extent In the 
manufacture of pocketbooks. The hair 
seals are still very plentiful In the 


house. The proprietor of the store di¬ 
rected that the small spool of thread 
be wrapped In a paper box and that 
the box be placed In a great wooden 
one. Around the smaller package was 
placed enough paper to fill the big box, 
which was placed on a big truck. No 
other goods were placed on that truck. 

“Two men accompanied the box and 
when they reached the woman’s home 
they pretended to have great difficulty 
in handling it. They pulled and tug¬ 
ged at the box, while the purchaser of 
the thread looked on In amazement. 

‘“What’s all this?’ she asked. ‘I 
have ordered nothing that would re¬ 
quire such a box as that.’ 

“ ‘Don’t know, ma’am,” said the men. 
‘We were sent to deliver It; that’s all 
we know/ 

“The box was opened. After a search 
through the packing paper the spool 
of thread was found. The woman ap¬ 
preciated the Joke and she has not 
since ordered sent home a package 
which she could without trouble carry 
herself.”—Chicago Chronicle.

English Cabinet Secrets. 

Secrets of state are probably the best 
kept of all secrets. When cabinet min¬ 
isters In England first are admitted to 
the privy council, they have to take a 
solemn oath not to make known the 
conversation or proceedings of cabinet 
councils or any communications they 
may have with the queen or with an¬ 
other minister. They ennnot give a 
hint of such things even to the highest 
memlters of the government who are 
not cabinet ministers. No clerk or sec¬ 
retary Is allowed to be present at cabi¬ 
net councils, no written record Is kept, 
and it Is the custom not to take any 
notes; hence no one but the crown and 
the ministers ever knows what has re¬ 
ally been said and decided at cabinet 
meetings. The oath of secrecy' lasts to 
the end of life. An ex-cabinet minister 
Is ns much bound by It as an actual 
cabinet minister. 

Any conversation a minister or a peer 
may have with the crown on state mat¬ 
ters must also be kept secret. So mu at 
letters to and from the sovereign. And 
even communications that have passed 
between sovereigns and ministers of 
former reigns must not be divulged. 
But In eases of extreme urgency the 
crown conld and would allow a breach 
of the oath of secrecy.

He will 
also be obliged to make strokes quick 
and short. 

Treading water and balancing are two 
useful accomplishments. They should 
be learned and constantly practiced; 
the lirst being an essential feature of 
rescue from drowning, and the latter 
affording a means of recuperation and. 
rest in the water after an exhausting 
exertion. In treading water the feat 
is mainly performed by the legs, and 
imitates the motion of walking up¬ 
stairs. It cannot be kept np for any 
length of time. Permit your feet to 
descend into the water nearly perpen¬ 
dicular (see Fig. 3). By an action of the 
feet similar to that employed in climb¬ 
ing up a ladder, yon will be able to sus¬ 
tain your bead and neck above the sur¬ 
face. The headb may be made to assist 
you very much in this exercise—provid¬ 
ing they are not required to support a 
drowning man—by a kind of pawing 
motion, keeping their backs upward, 
and making strokes downward. Yon 
may continue to tread water in this 
way for quite a while; and by inclining 
the body to the right or left may ad¬ 
vance In any direction you please, 
though your progress will, of course, 
be slow. Practice is required to per¬ 
form this exercise efficiently.
